Distribution Of Cantonment into Wards 

S.R.O. 290, dated 26th Aug. 1960, — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
(Clauses (a) and (b) of the section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), 
.and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
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qf Defence No, S.R.O, 479, dated the 7th November, 1953, the Central Government 
Sa pleased to make the following rules, the name having been previously published, 
fas required by the said section, namely: — 

RULES 

1. Short title and commencements 1) These rules may be called the Kasauli 
Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1960. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Division of Cantonment into Wards— For the purpose of holding elections 
to the Cantonment Board, the Cantonment of Kasauli shall be divided Into the 
following wards namely: — 

Ward— I. 

Ward — II. 

Ward— III. 

3. Boundaries of Wards. — The boundaries of each of the said wards shall be as 
specified in the Schedule to these rules. 

4. Number of members to be elected. — The number of members to be elected 
by each of the said wards shall be as follows: — 

Ward No. I— 1. 

Ward No. II — 2 (One seat is reserved for a member of the Scheduled caste).

Boundaries of Wards 

Ward No, 1. — Area bounded by a line starting from Bazar boundary pillar No. 2» 
running in South Western direction along kutcha road passing behind the 
Cantonment Oil Godown and joining the Kalka Bridle Road below the Post Office 
and running along with Khud in Southern Direction upto a point behind the 
Public Latrines and then turning to North Western Direction and from behind 
houses Nos. 254 and 255 taking a turn to the Western Direction behind the Sadar 
Bazar shops and from a point behind House No. 47 turning to North Western 
Direction, joining the kutcha track and running along the track in Western 
direction and from junction with Circular Road going in the Northern Direction 
along the road and from the crossing of the Bazar Boundary running along the 
boundary line in Eastern direction to Pillar No. 23 and running along the 
boundary in North Eastern Direction and from Pillar No. 26 turning in East 
Southern direction and terminating at the point of start. 

Ward 2. — Area bounded by a line starting from a point near the Military 
Hospital from the junction of Cart Road and the track leading to Cantonment 
General Hospital running in South Eastern direction along the Cart Road upto 
junction of road near barrier leading towards double storeyed Military Barracks 
■No. 13, 42, 43 on the East, North upto Nullah bridge below Barrack No. 43 then 
towards East below A.S.C. Warrant Officer quarter along the road side turning 
upper Circular Road, thence along the upper Circular Road, towards 
[North side turning M.E.S. Pucca Path below Evylin joining the Cart 
Road, then joins kutcha road leading to old Cemetry No. 4, then 
towards souch along the nullah near Incinerator and Military Earm to Canton- 
ment Boundary line turning towards north side along the boundary line to 
boundary pillars No. 50 turning towards Eastern, Southern, to Boun- 
dary Pillar No. 59 thence , along boundary line towards Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 56 then turning towards North along the boundary line 
•towards boundary pillar No. 52 turning towards Pillar Nos. 50, 49, 48, 4 1 ) then 
along the kutcha track upto boundary pillar No. 46 then towards Western direction 
along the Cantonment Boundary line upto boundary pillar No. 4, then in Northern 
direction along the circular road and along the khud and turning in Western, 
■Northern and Eastern directions along Southern Western and Northern Boundaries 
of Ward No. 1 upto the junction of the kutcha track from the Cantonment General 
•Hospital with the Boundary line and then along the track in Northern direction 
and terminating at the point of start. 

Ward No. 3, — Area bounded by a line of Ward No. 2 from near junction of 
road near the Barrier leading towards double storeyed Military Barracks upto 
along the Nullah near Incinerator and Military Farm to boundary line turning 
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towards South to Boundary Pillar No. 63, thence along the Cantonment Boundary 
line towards Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 91, thence along the lower Mall 
upto boundary pillar No. 93, thence along the boundary line upto boundary pillar 
100 going Kalka bridle road turning towards North West upto Boundary Pillar 
■No. 1, thence along road to Mashohra Bridge and Baza r Boundary pillar No. 31 
then along the khud to link public latrines below houses No. 255, thence along 
khud side to link with road to Cantonment Oil Godowns to join Bazar boundary 
pillar No. 29, then along the Cart Road upto junction of road and terminating at 
the point of start.
